Remark* Exchanged When Oar Minister 


to Mexico Presented His Credentials. 
WASHINGTON, April 27.—The state 


department has made public the re- 
marks exchanged between Minister 
Eanbom and President Diaz, when the 
former presented hia credentials re- 
cently. Mr. Ransom was fresh from 
the atmosphere of the state depart- 
ment and apparently thoroughly im- 
bued with the policy of .this govern- 
ment toward other republics. 


Among- other things the minister de- 


clared that ' 'the relations existing1 be- 
tween the two great republics, divided 
by a 
conventional line extending 


across the continent from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Pacific ocean, must ever 
be a subject of serious interest to every 
patriotic citizen of both countries. 
No thoughtful observer can cross the 
boundary and not realize that every 
consideration of interest, every obliga- 
tion of duty and every sentiment of 
patriotism enjoin peace and amity as 
the policy—I had almost said as the 
law—between them." 


The United States and Mexico rec- 


ognize that justice between nations, 
as between individuals, is the mother 
of peace and the first law of human 
happiness. They regard national jus- 
tice as national honor—the greater the 
power of the nation, the greater its 
sense of justice. They both know 
that national discords have been the 
most fruitful sources of public calam- 
ity and that national friendships have 
been almost universally productive of 
public and personal welfare. 


"To-day peace is the interest and 


duty of all nations, but to the United 
States and to Mexico, bound in terri- 
tory together by the indissoluble laws 
of nature and united by the ties of 
commerce, by the sympathies of popu- 
lar government and by the time-hon- 
ored experiences of respect, amity and 
harmony promise the most substantial 
beneficence." 
President Diaz replied with recipro- 


cal declarations of amity and admira- 
tion.

Q.—Is there any scarcity of money in 


the United States?

And there are hundreds of mil 
lions lying idle in the banks waiting 
demand for profitable investment. 


Q.—What is the amount of money in 


circulation or in bank now? 


A.—$1,754,000,000. By money in circu 


lation I mean money subject upon ca 
to the uses of commerce. Money in th 
banks is thus subject to call. It is de 
posited there to be usedjon demand byth 
man who puts it there. Money in ban 
la far more effective—that is, far mor 
active, more actually "in circulation"— 
than money in a man's pocket. It i 
loaned, taken out and used to pay wage 
and comes back again through othe 
channels, and is thus kept in constan 
circulation, like water in the wel" 
whereas the money that a man hides i 
his stocking or keeps in his pocke 
serves one purpose and one only, it give 
assurance to that one man that he is no

Q.—Who are the depositors in a bank

A.—The savings banks of Massachu 


setts are the typical institutions of th 
kind and probably the best organize< 
They have no stock. The money is di 
posited in the banks, carefully investec 
and the interest returned to the depoi 
itors. 


Q.—How much money is deposited i 


the savings banks of the United States 


A.—In round numbers $1,739,000,000 


_JQ.—But you said that the entir 
amount of currency in the United State 
was only 81,754,000,000. How can th 
savings banks have the amount yo 
state? Have they all the money of th 
United States? 


A.—A savings bank receives a depos 


of, say, $500. It loans this money on 
real estate 
mortgage. The borrowe 


uses the money to build a house. £ 
pays it out to contractors; the contrac 
ors pay the money to the laborers, an 
the laborer in turn deposits a portion c 
it in the savings bank to his credit, an 
so the process goes on year by year. Th 
deposits in the savings bank are main 
represented by the things which me 
exchange money for—houses and lol 
stocks and bonds, and thousands c 
other things which constitute wealth, c 
which money is a very small portion. 


Q-—Who are the depositors in a sa 
ings bank? 


A.—Men and women and children o 


mall means who have small deposits 
at by for a rainy day drawing a small 
ite of interest and gradually accumu- 
ting. 
Q. — Then the savings banks are not 
wned by the bloated capitalists? 
A. — They are owned, on the contrary, b 
ie hard-working people of the United 
tates. 
Q. — And the national banks are not 
wned by Wall street? 
A. — On the contrary, they are owned 
y people mostof whom have never seen 
/all street. 
Q.— What would be the effect of the 
ree coinage upon the savings of these 
millions of American men and women? 


A.— Free coinage would change at 
nee the standard of all values. 
It 


ould depreciate one-half the value of 
11 savings deposited in the national 
anks, state banks, or savings banks. It 
/ould lower one-half the value of all 
fe insurance, it would decrease the 
purchasing power of pensions one-half, 
nd of all fixed incomes; it would make 
sorrowing by the poor difficult and ex- 
lenslve, if not impossible; it would ad- 
ance the rate of interest just in pro- 
Dortion as the prices advance, it would 
heck all of those influences which under 
he name of civilization are making the 
good things of life abundant and the 
:ommon things of life beautiful.

Q. — What was the combined produc- 


tion of gold and silver in 1873, the be- 
ginning of the perion of demonetization 
of silver, so called? 


A. — According to the estimate of the 


mint the world's production of gold in 
1873 was 596,200,000; of silver, $81,800, 
000; of both metals, 8178,000,000. 


Q. — What was the world's production 


of gold in 1894? 


A— It is estimated at $182,000,000, or 


more than the combined production ol 
;old and silver in 1873. 


Q. — Then with gold alone we are add 


ng as much money metal to the world's 
supply in 1894 as we were adding in 1873 
sefore the demonetization of silver? 


A. — We are adding just as much 


then, with the difference that the quality 
is better and the facilities for circulating 
are greatly improved. 


Q.— From 1792 to 1873 what was the 


world's production of silver? 


A. — Two billion eight hundred anc 


fifty million two hundred and forty-tw< 
thousand dollais. 


Q. — Since that period how much golc 


tias been added to the world's stock? 


A. — Two billion three hundred an 


eighty-two million eight nundied a 
ninety-seven thousand dollars. 


Q. — If all the silver produced since 


1792 had been "wiped out" in 1873, and 
no more had been discovered, the pro 
duction of gold would have made gooc 
the loss? 
A. — Eighty -three percent, of the lost 


has been made good, and now the pro 
duction of gold fully equals the produc 
tion of gold and silver in 1873. 


Q. — But was all the silver destroyed 


as money? 


A. — Every dollar of silver then exist 


ing is to-day, if existing, a legal tende 
for its face value. 


Q. — Has an addition been made to the 


silver money of the world since 1873? 


A. — The United States alone has ad 


ded 8500,000,000 to the silver 
since 1878. 


Q. — You have seen Coin's illustration 


of all the gold of the world in the form 
of a cube placed in the Chicago whea 
pit. Is it accurate? 


A. — Reasonably accurate. 
Q. — Had the illustration been used in 


1873 what proportion would the cube 
of 1873 bear to the cube of 1895? 


A. — The cube of 1873 would have been 


less than (half the eize of the cube 
1893. 


Q. — How is this conclusion reached? 
A. — Coin states the world's stock o 


gold in 1895 to be 83,900,000,000. O 
this sum 82,372,000,000 has been pro 
duced since 1873. Allowing for the 
losses by attrition and other causes du 
ring these twenty-two years we see tha 
in that period the world's stock of golt 
has doubled and that the cube of golc 
alone in 1895 would be as potential a 
the two cubes of gold and silver in 1873 


Q. — Has the disproportion between 


the gold in the world and the debts o 
the world any bearing on the question 
of coinage? 


A. — It has none at at all, for th 


debts of the world are to be paid in th 
goods of the world and not in gold, i 
being used to settle balances and for ul 
timate redemption of currency notes 
the debts are paid by the crops of th 
future, by the cattle yet unborn, by iron 
and coal and other minerals still in th 
earth. 


Q. — But when a coal company bonds 


endix. But the ratio of weight w not

A.—Mulhall, the great statistician, so 
ften quoted by Coin, gives an estimate 
f the production of gold and silver for 
500 years, or from 1380 to 1880. The pro- 
luct of gold in tons is 10,355; of silver 
93,000 tons. This a ratio of 18.6. As it 
overs a long period it is more trust- 
worthy than an estimate made at any 
-nven time, for statistics to have any 
alue must be comprehensive.

—Sponge Cake.—Cup and a half of 


iug-ar, cup and a half of flour, three 
eggs, half a cup of water, juice' of one 
lemon, and half of a level teaspoon of 
soda. Bake in a moderate oven. This 
is a very nice sponge cake; we like It 
better than any other way of making. 
—Housekeeper. 


—Prune Tarts.—Soak half a pound 


of prunes over night. Next morning, 
with a apoon, cut out the stones, add 
two tablespoonf uls of sugar and one 
tablespoonf ul of lemon juice,and bring 
to the boiling point Put these into a 
pie-dish lined with light crust. Bake 
in a quick oven 
twenty 
minutes. 


Cover with merinsrue. Put into the 
oven to brown. Then berve.—N. Y. 
Ledger. 


—Orange Tapioca,—Wash a cup of 


tapioca through several waters, cover 
with cold water and soak over night 
In the morning put over the fire with 
a pint of boilinj water, in a double 
boiler, and simmer until clear; stir in 
six oranges cut small, and sugar to 
taste; turn into a dish or a number of 
small dishes and serve very cold with 
cream and sugar. Peach tapioca may 
be made in the same manner, using a 
can of peaches instead of the oranges. 
—Orange Judd Farmer. 


—Sugar Cookies.—Three-quarters of 


a cupful of butter, one and one-cup- 
fuls of sugar, one egg, 8ne cupful of 
sour milk, one teaspoonful of soda, one 
teaspoonful of essence of lemon. Cream 
the butter and sugar, add the beaten 
egg, dissolve the soda thoroughly in 
the sour milk, and pour into the inli- 
ture, theu add the flavoring, and lastly 
Stir In flour enough to roll the dough 
out. Be careful to use no more than is 
necessary to prevent the dough from 
sticking to the board.—Good House- 
keeping. 


—Baked Apples.—Pare a sufficient 


number of tart apples, cut them in 
halves and remove the cores. Place in 
a baking dish and in the cavity formed 
by the removal of the core, place a 
raisin and a tin}' lump of butter. 
Smooth a scant tablespoonful of flour ' 
in as little cold water as possible; pour 
over it a pint or more of boiling water, 
stirring constantly; adrl enough sugar 
to sweeten the apples sufficiently, and 
pour it over them. Set in a hot oven 
and bake it until tender, and sirve hot, 
dipping some of the rich, crea<ny sirup 
over each half of the apple.—Farm and 
Home. 


—Maccaroon Pudding.—Soak eight 


or ten maeeantons in quarter 
cup 


orange juice, crush four maccaroons 
fine, and add to them two eggs, slightly 
beaten; two tablespoonf nls 
sugar, 


two saltspoons salt, two tablespoons 
chopped almonds, and one and one-half 
cups milk. Butter achafing-dish as for 
omelette, us'ng it over the hot water 
pan. Lay the soaked maccaroons iu 
order on bottom, and pour the mixture 
over. Cover, and 
cook until stiff: 


serve with meringue, made by beating 
the whites of three eggs very stiff; add, 
still beating, three tablespoons sifted 
powdered sugar, one teaspoon lemon 
juice; fold in three heaping tablespoons 
chopped nuts, and flavor withpidtache, 
if desired.—Christian Inquirer.

There is one very peculiar feature in 


the maritime life of every country 
about which very little is generally 
known and that is the tramp steam- 
ship, Every year numbers of steam- 
ers, some large, some small, often ugly 
and dirty to look at, and commonly 
called tramps from their readiness to 
go anywhere and take a hand in trade 
that happens at the moment to promise 
a profit, arrive at and leave our shorea. 
These ocean footpads are generally 
worn-out hulks, discarded by the com- 
panies who own them, nnd belonging 
to no regular line and identified with 
no particular class of cargo, and are 
sent out as a matter of speculation to 
pick up what freigl t they can from 
port to port, like an old and worthless 
horse turned out of the regular pasture 
to find a living by the roadside. They 
are the guerrillas of the sea. 
Some oi 


them leave their native countries, gen- 
erally England, Norway, Germany and 
Spain, a few months before their an- 
nual tickets of inspection expire, and 
remain away sometimes for years 
without undergoing a new survey and 
inspection. On such ships the boilers 
may be on the point of explosion, the 
machinery may be in a dangerous con- 
dition, inadequate in power to propel 
the 
ship 
against great stress ol 


weather; the steering gear may be 
warranted to jam at some critical 
moment; their hulls may be in the last 
stage of decay, and perhaps their boats 
are not fit to float when lowered from 
the davits, yet so long as the vessel 
holds together and after leaving one 
port arrives safely at another, no one 
grumbles except the crew, whose ar- 
rangements are of ttimes such that they 
cannot leave the vessel if they would, 
for care is taken to ship, if possible, 
only married men, and with an offer 
of allotment notes, leaving half-pay to 
their families, these seamen must in- 
variably find sureties that they will 
not desert the ship during the period 
agreed upon in the ship's articles. 
There can be nothing worse in the way 
of cheerlessness and discomfort than 
life aboard such craft, and the hard- 
ships and grievances of these seafarers 
are peculiarly great. 


The crews are usually of a mixed 


character, and made up of Scotchmen 
(generally as engineers), Scandinavi- 
ans, English, Irish, Danes, Norwegians, 
Germans, Italians, Lascars and ne- 
groes. Chief engineers receive from 
855 to S74 per month; firemen $19.4(1; 
trimmers, fi!4 59; carpenters, 
§29.19. 


The average wages may be said to be 
about as follows: First officer, $43.80; 
second officer, $29 20; chief engineer, 
808.13; second engineer, 848.06; carpen- 
ter, 830 70; steward, $29.20; cooks, §33.11: 
hoat&waiu, 819.40; donkey men, &30.G7; 
able seamen, 817.03; ordinary seamen, 
S9.73; firemen, §18.23; mess steward, 
89.73. On French "tramps" the rates 
per month are: Captain, $38.00 and 1 
per cent, gross freight; mate, 333.00; 
second mate, S27.62; boatswain, S21.33; 
able seamen. $11.53; chief engineer, 
$77.20; second engineer, 830.80; third 
engineer, $2895; firemen, S515.44; coal 
trimmers, $11.58; carpenters, §15.44; 
stewards, $14.43; cooks, $10.41; boy, 
$5.79. 


After having been laid up at Liver- 


pool or Glasgow for some time orders 
will be given to prepare the tramp for 
sea. Off she will start on a voyage 
that will be extraordinary zigzag 
Perhaps to commence with she goes to 
Cardiff for a cargo of coal to one of the 
West Indian islands. Arriving at des- 
tination orders are given to proceed to 
Bio, 
where the captain finds a cargo of 


coffee for Cape Town, from whence he 
proceeds to Shanghai or Foochoo for a 
shipment of tea to San Francisco or 
New York, if to the latter port, per- 
haps there is another trip to Eio, and 
thence a journey to Antwerp. Even- 
tually the ship gets back home, more or 
less the worse for her journey rounci 
the globe, and then, with a coat of 
paint and a polish to such metal as she 
may have, this tramp is made to ap- 
pear to the landsman's eye a stanch 
and good ship. Besides being able to 
carry cargoes and freight at much 
lower rates than the ships of regular 
companies, the fact of their being able 
to carry on other business gives them 
a still further opportunity to unfairlv 
compete with established lines. 


The operating expenses of these 


ocean tramps are reduced to a very low 
level. The coal consumption is small,
